FREIGHT RATE CASE KITTERY LETTER 


Attorney General Eastman Asks for 


An Injunction 


"Concord, 
March 
18.—(Arguments 


wore heard by Judge Pluipmer In the 
superior court horo on Thursday on 
Attorney General Eastman s motion 
for a temporary injunction to restrain 
the Boston and Maine railroad from 
collecting freight rates in excess of 
those allowed by She 1883 and 1889 
statutes. 


This action by the attorney general 


is what Is known as the "freight 
rates case," which stands on the an- 
swer- of the1 road to the state's al- 
legations in the original bill of com- 
plaint, to which the court recently, 
denied a demurrer filed by the road. 


The attorney-general asked for the 


injunction to prevent the collection 
of excess freight rates during the 
pendency of the proceedings, and ar- 
gued that the admissions made by 
the road in the demurrer denied by 
the court entitled the state to such 
temporary injunction.
